The announcement coming from 
Robert Wood, secretary of the Rich- 
mond Belt railroad company, that 
the East Shore company, owner of 
the Belt Line and the lands along 
the deep water at the western edge 
of Richmond will give sites free to 
any industries big enough to warrant 
such a gift, which means that these 
industries must be of sufficient ex- 
tent to furnish traffic to the Belt 
Line and to spend large sums in 
improving the sites given, is one of 
the best pieces of news in connection 
with the development of Richmond 
that has been received for a long 
time, 


It is said that D. G. Scofield, presi- 
dent of the Stand Oil company, is re- 
sponsible for this stand of the East 
Shore company. There has been a 
great deal of talk about high prices 
alleged to have been asked ‘for this 
‘land with the natural deep water 
frontage. Especially was there gos 
sip on this line tn connection with 
the big Electro-Cliemical company 
plant that went to Pittsburg. Offi-
